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CHINA PEACE CONFERENCE 


A| Peace Conference for Asia and Pacific Regions will be held in Peking the last 
week in September. A Preparatory Conference with 47 delegates from 20 different coun- 
tries, including Australia, USA, Canada and New Zealand, met in Peking June 3-8, under 
the chairmanship of Kuo Mo-jo. One of the delegates, Dr. John W. Burton, former Labor 
Government official in Australia, spoke of ‘“‘the evidence of an enthusiastic people exer- 
cising on one another, through group discussion and criticism, tremendous social pres- 
sure, resulting in a degree of honesty, cleanliness, honest work, and freedom from petty 
and major crime which we cannot claim in our country. Reasons for this dramatic 
“hange, - the way in which it has come about - implications in respect of freedom of ex- 
Dression and thought, - are matters which we have a duty to examine. Another 
Australian delegate was Methodist pastor Rev. J. R. Van Eerde, who reported attending 
a mass at a Catholic church in Peking at which 2000 persons were present. It is supposed 
that this must have been a “‘Reformed Catholic Church’’, as it is not likely that an unre- 
formed Roman church would be allowed to hold services. Among the other delegates 
were Y. T. Wu, Li Teh-chuan (Mariame Feng Yu-hsiang), and Rewi Alley.

The China Inland Mission has moved its headquarters from Hongkong to 
Singapore (Address: 33 Chancery Lane, S re 11). Their literature work, how- 


ever, the Christian Witness Press ‘which will include the work of the Scripture Gift 
Mission), remains in Hongkong. They report that about 125 of their missionaries 
have been redeployed to other fields, and a like number is waiting to be sent out.

4 Rev. Justin Russell Morse, missionary of the Yunnan-Tibetan Christian Mission, 
; who was imprisoned at Kunming in March, 1951, arrived at the Hongkong border under 

: military escort on June 20, after fi‘teen months in prison. By a fortunate coincidence 

, his wife and youngest son were in Hongkong on their way home from Burma. Mr. Morse 
reports that food and living conditions in prison were not too bad, and did not constitute 
any problem for him. When the authorities came to release him, they told him that they 
considered he had been in prison long enough, and he should now realize how generous 
the People’s Government were in releasing him. This attitude on the part of the author- 
ities gives hope that possibly some of the others now in prison may shortly be released. 


Dr. Leslie Kilborn, Canadian missionary in Chengtu until March 1952, is now 
conducting a medical survey in the Philippines, and after its completion will go to the 


University of Hongkong. 


Ralph and Nancy Lapwood’s son Peter was operated on for appendicitis in 
Peking Union Medical College in May. PUMC, although taken over by the army, still 
maintains services to the public. The standard of medical services remains high. The
